May Make Home In U. S.; 
Revolt to Continue?

Bl Paso, Tex., Dec. 18.—Under pressure 
of hie generals, the weight of his defeat 
in Sonora, and the counsel of his wife, 
‘Gen. Francisco Villa is on his way to the 
border and the United States, his role 
of commander in chief renounced, and his 
determination to continue fighting the 
de facto government of Carrrnza until 
 eath, broken, at least for the present. 

Previous to renouncing his command, 
Gen, Villa was united to Mrs. Villa in a 
civil marriage. They had been married 
by a church ceremony several years ago 
but it wae believed the civil marriage 
would remove any moral obstacle to the 
entrance of Mrs. Villa and Gen. Villa into 
the United States. : 

Quits Revolt Only Temporarily. 

The relinquishment of command by 
Villa was verified tonight by Mrs. Ville 
in person. She said the general had 
agreed to retire from the revolution, but 
only temporarily, and that he would not 
come to the Unifed States unless he was 
assured that he would not be arrested, 

Villa's household goods, as well as those 
of his brother Hipolito, who is financial 
secretary of the convention government, 
were brought into the United States. All 
the money in the treasury at Juarez also 
was removed. 

An exodus of Villa chieftains’ families 
occurred at the border during the after- 
noon.

One of the most attractive frocks in the 
trousseau is a one piece princess street 
gown of heavy dark blue—alniost black— 
gabardine made with a. plaited skirt, a 
snugly fitted bodice section, long tight 
sleeves, and an extremely high collar 
reaching quite to the ears.

In- 
stead of going directly to the secretaty 
of war, their plans and estimates had to 
pass through the office of the chief of 
staff, where they were considered with 
reference to the whole scheme of national 
defense as against the wishes of any one 
departmént or corps.

Sherman believes congress must deter- 
mine whether or not this country shali 
embark on a campaign of preparedness, 
but thinks it imperative that the - 
ing or plan of preparedness m be 
worked out by military and neval experts, 
not by politicians, according to a letter he 
wrote to Emil C. Wetten, Chicago, secre- 
tary of the National Security league. Mr. 
Wetten made the letter public yesterday 
It follows: 

Senator Sherman's letter follows: 

“‘I am writing to you because you and 
Bd Brundage have talked a good deal

: with each other about the question of 


preparing this country for defensive war- 
fare. After an inspection of the different 
plans here.it seems to me that the presi- 
dent has one plan, the chairman of the 
senate committee on military affairs one, 
the house authorities another one, and 
different members of either house will 
have individual opinions of their own. 


Problem for Experts. 

“ To me thie signifies but one truth: that 
the detafis of both military and naval de- 
fense must be worked out by those whose 
fe training has fitted them for it. I 
realize I am not a military expert. There 
fs only one thing I feel competent to do 
on this matter. 

“It le to determine first the question 
whether this country shall embark upon 
a policy of preparedness and then follow 
it up with appropriations adequate te do 
60. When we undertake to work out the 
details it must be left to the niilitary and 
naval experts. I have gaid this in public 
addresses many times. ave ilustrated 
it in miany ways. I heve referred to the 
Panama canal ae a striking instance of 
what can be done under a military organ- 
ization by men who were not hampered 
by continued interference from politi- 
clans. 


Duties of Congress. 
My judgment is that the house ought 
to commit the execution of all prepared- 
ness to experts. Congress necessarily de- 
termines whether we shall be prepared, 
and if so, how much money will be devot- 
ed to that purpose. If they undertake to 
build a navy and recruit or increase the 
reguiar army or to work out how it shal! 
be related to the militiag of the states I 
think we will end. in hopeless confusion. 
“I think it would require a great deal 
more money, more delay, and inadequate 
results for congress to undertake the di- 
rection of how it sheli be done. This em- 
bodies the substance of what my views 
are at thie time. The longer I study the

PARIS, Dec. 1—The details of one of 
the. most dramatic episodes of the war 
have just been published by M. Maurice 
Barrés of the French academy in the 
E¢}io’'de'Paris. The story iteelf, although 
not new, is a splendid illustration of the 
patfiotic fervor which permits men on 
the dattlefield to accomplish almost sa- 
perhuman achievements. 


“ The outlines 6f the story are as fol- 


lows: The Germans, overcoming all ob- 


*  gstacles and desperate resistance, had suc- 


ceeded in occupying a portion of a French 
trench. Dead and dying lay heaped onall 
sides. The few remaining French troops 
started to retreat, in the face of over- 
whelming numbers, when suddenly one 
of their companions whom they had aban- 
doned as dead staggered to his feet, cry- 
ing, “Arise, ye dead, arise and follow 
mel” ee 
- Turns Rout Into Victory. 

Those about him, many of whom were 
more seriously wounded than he, rallied 
to his side, and their combined efforts in 
the eleventh hour turned a rout into vic- 
tory. This handful of men held out until 
reinforcements afrived. 

‘Lieut. Péricard—then only a noncom-, 
missioned officer—the hero of this ex- 
pioit, gives the details of an action which 
he regarded as being only in the line of 
dyty. In his recital it is interesting to 
see-how the man’s mind becomes almost 
warped when confronted by a great ne- 
cessity. 


_-_» M. Barrés tells the story in the first per- 
son; 


One night my section, together with 
three others, received orders to attack. 
After a hot fight we captured the trench. 
All night long, in a drenching downpour 


"which chilled to the marrow, we fought 


with hand grenades, and succeeded in 
maintaining our position. : 


Knocked Down—Likes It. 

“TY experienced an inexplicable joy in 

living that night. Life seemed so great 
d wonderful I felt a spirit of exiiltation. 
ce I was knocked off my feet and 
covered with earth and all manner of dé- 
bris by the explosion of a bomb near by. 

Each time I pulled myself out laughing 
and thought it was a good joke, I men- 
tion the fact because those hours are 
ecveral I shall never forget. 

“In the moming we were relieved, and 
went back to our second line trenches to 
get some rest. About midday we were 
rudely awakened by someone crying: 
“The enemy has just counterattacked 
se is sending an avalanche of hand gren- 

s and aerial torpedoes on our posi- 
tion.’ 

'“We have been repulsed. There tg 
panic among the troops. Not only have 
the Germans retaken their trench but by 
force of numbers have reached ours! 
Those staring eyes, convulsed faces, and 
twisted mouths! Our men were running 
down the long communicating trenches 
shouting, ‘The enemy, the enemy!’ It 
was a terrible spectacie. It was the only 
rout I have ever seen. A]! the officers were 
wounded. There was no one to lead.

“I hesitated a moment. It was not my

There we were—just a handful 
of men—completely isolated. What short 
shrift would be made of us if the Ger- 
mans only knew our number! Through- 
out the night we held on, many of our 
little band succumbing to the enemy’s 
fire. In the first hazy light of dawn I 
crawled over the bodies, past the bend 
the trench, to see if there were some 
our men who were still alive and whe 
uld come to our assistance. 


“ Not a single one living. In the fast | 


growing light streams and little pools of 
blood could be seen. I was alone with 
the dead, and was frightened. My former 
high epiriis had left. I tasted : 
I stared at the lifeless bodies, and it 
seemed as if they returned my gaze.

The thought came to me: ‘Is their sac- 
 tifice, then, to be of no avail?

We have seen it break down the doctrinaire preach- 
ings of the Socialists of all nations. We have been 
admirable German patriots and French patriots and 
Wnglish patriots, but we repudiate, or some of us 
ido, any suggestion that we weave ourselves @ com- 
mon fabric of emotional patriotism. 

The internationalists hate the word, and they 
Save succeeded in making us self-conscious about the 
Possession of the quality.

been content to take our patriotism from Berlin and 
Paris.

Tux Trisune believes an energetic opposition 
should be developed to any increase of the ificome tax 
downward. .If, as seems apparent, larger revenues 
ate needed, especially for national defense, they 
should be obtained by increasing the burden of the 
rich, not that of the industrious men of small means. 
This class already bears a share of the public charges 
proportionately to their means much larger than do 
the rich, especially the very rich, and if there is 
any broad public poligy underlying our federal taxa- 
tion it will tend not to the enlargement of the con- 
tribution of the man who toils with hand or brain 
day by day but of the man whose wealth includes 
a very large increment from the labors of others. 

The income tax as now applied is very largely 
a tax on the salaried people, who are not organized 
economically or politically. But their interests and 
democratic policy require that our tax legislation do 
not take advantage of that fact. ~ 

As Tur Trisune has said répeatediy, our income 
tax law and such inheritance tax laws as the stater 
have adopted are not drastic as to great wealth. 
The graduation of the surtax is curiously moderate, 
But both the needs of larger revenue and the needs | 
of larger democtaty demand that the surtaxes shall 
be increased rather than the incidence of the regular 
tax broadened, The average man contributes di- 
rectly and indirectly enough and more than enough 
to the upkeep of government. Let great wealth bear 
a larger share of maintaining a system which has 
made’ vast amassments possible. In our day we 
see the opportunities for the mass of men decreasing 
in range and yariety and possibilities. We see 
wealth becoming more concentrated and less respon- 
sible in the hands of a growing class which has not 
earned it and which gives no service in return for the 
privileges enjoyed. A parasitic class is a focus of 
social infection, and if we have democratic foresight 
we shall treat it with courage and. vigor. The 
standard of financial ambition has gone up with 
alarming rapidity. A millionaire is now merely a 
man of moderate fortune. The moral atmosphere 
of a very large class of Americans is being poisoned 
by an inordinate desire for the possession of enor- 
mous wealth, for the insolence of power, for the lust 
of luxury and display. 

This phenomenon ig an alarming fact in American 
life, and if we. will learn from the experience of 
other ages and peoples we will not delay to deal 
with it. 

The present congress should not fail to make this 
a principal subject of deliberation. Let us have a 
larger surtax on huge incomes and a federal income 
tax which shall carry out thoroughly the same social 
policy. | 


_..’ IN DARKEST AMERICA. 

What do our students learn in the colleges? An 
instructor 1n a western university answers the lat- 
ter question. : 

In one of his freshman courses, he relates in a 
weekly periodical, they were reading a work which 
mentioned the Hellespont. This led the instructor to 
ask the class where Gallipoli is. None of them 
knew. He wrote the word on the board and still no 
sign of recognition flashed across the faces of the 
students. Two other freshman classes yielde1, simi- 
larly, nothing at all. ; 

He then asked them three simple geographical - 
questions about the Balkans; the name of the com- 
mander of the French armies; the prinie minister of 
England; the rulers of Germany, England, Greece, 
Serbia, Italy, and Russia. Not one of his students 
passed a perfect examination. 

The class, it appears, was willing to admit its 
ignorance, War was too horrible to read about; 
there was no time to read the newspapers; press 
dispatches are too inaccurate to be trusted ; they are 
a waste of time. — : 

Somehow this seems to be a pretty impressive in- 
dictment of what is supposed to be the most intelli- 
gent of our youth. If college people are oblivious to 
world aetivity, if they are not sufficiently interested 
in world affairs to read the newspapers, it is not 
remarkable that most of them .should subside on 
leaving the educational institutions into the stupid 
money grubbers the Europeans think them. 

The art of disseminating information has been 
developed in America to amazing proportions. 
Periodicals of all sorts are circulated every day. The 
percentage of literacy is high, But apparently the 
only use made of our knowledge is 0 follow the 
amative adventures of some heroine in some maga- 
vine; to make money, or to study set lessons about 
the ancient English dramatists. 

It is just possible that students in universities 
and colleges feel themselves somehow above reading 
newspapers and other periodicals dealing with cur- 
rerit events. They study history as Cesar wrote it, 
but they are apparently unwilling to study history 
as the world today is making it. Lansing’s Austrian 
note is of less importance to them than Napoleon's 
Berlin decree. : 

It seems that though Americans have solved the 
mechanical problem of the communication of intelli- 
gence, as it used to be called, they have scarcely 
touched the human problem. . American men, in col- 
lege and in business, seem to need compulsory train- 
ing moré than soldierdom. As a practical meas- 
ure of relieving our abysmal ignorance in world af< 
fairs,. courses in newspaper reading should be ia 
every college curriculum. | aise

for an evaporating pan. 

Since the stove is generally located to- 
ward the center of the room, the heat is 
better distributed than when the heating 
is done by an open fire. A properly jack- 
eted stove can be used as a warmer for 
cold air ae it is introduced into the room. 

The cost of installation is low. Its dis- 
advantages are several. In a many 
roomed house the cost of heating by 
stoves is greater than that of heating 
from a central plant. Stove heat iedirty. 
In stove heated rooms the ceilings, walis, 
and floors are dirty. The floors are cold. 
The air to feed the fire flows to the stove 
along the floor. This disadvantage can 
be lessened by providing a cold air pipe 
leading directly to the stove. 

The discomfort of working in a stove 
heated room can be lessened by providing 
footstools for those who sit at their work 
and small platforms for those whé stand 


“at their work, Full use of the space in 


the room is not possible. Those who work 
near the stove are too hot. Those who 
work near the windows and outside walis 
are too cold. - If the stove gets red hot at 
any time the air of the room takes on a 
scorched odor. There is reason for think- 
ing that an overheated stove discharges 
carbon monoxide, a poisonous gas, into 
the air. 

Stoves are especially adapted to small 
schools, small waiting rooms, and small 
stores ih the southern states. In practi- 
cally all other situationa the disadvan- 
tages of heating by stoves outweigh the 
advantages. . 

= 
GAS STOVES. 

There is but one advantage in heating 
by gas stoves. The fire can be quickly 
and eagily started and stopped. Thero- 
fore gas stoves aré used fo warm up 
bathroome and nurseries. 

The disadvantages are many. The pre- 
vailing methods of construction are euch 
that gae always leaks into the room. The 
gas flows from @ small pipe into the larg- 
er pipes (sometimes fn the shape of a log). 
Gas issues from some points of this log 
under considerable head. From other 
peéinte the mixture of gas and air ip not 
rich enough to burn. When the gas is 
turned off some unburned ges escapes 
from the logs. Some openings hidden be- 
hind asbestos generaiiy escape observa- 
tion and discharge unilighted gas. Drafts 
of alr easily extinguish the flame at some 


unless the gas stove has @ chimney. The 
gas stove eats up the alrimthercem.

HOT AIR, 

In “ Saving Fuel in Heating a House” 
Breckenridge and Flagg say: “ The next 
step toward greater convenience in heat- 
ing residences was the substitution of 
one fire in the cellar’'or basement for 
separate fires in each room. To convey 

the heat from the point of generation to 
the rooms three general systems have 
-béeen developed—air, steam, and water 
heating.” | 

“The advantages of centralized heating 
are many and the disadvantages are few. 
The cost of installation is greater, but the 
cost of heating is so much less that the 
saving will pay for the plant in a short 
time. Of course, if the money needed to 
install cannot be secured or if the house 
to be heated consists of a single room 
the wasteful method of heating must be 
made use of, even though it is known to 
be wasteful. 

It is often said that when the fire is in- 
side a room air must enter, else the fire 
would not burn. Therefore, ventilation 
is better with open fire or stove heating. 
Theoretically this is true. Practically it 
is not. The venfilation attendant upon 
stove or open air heating is a very poor 
sort of ventilation. The incoming cold 
air is such a source of discomfort that 
every effort ie made to stop air leakage. 
On the other hand, the superior heating 
capacity of air, steam, and water con- 
veyed heat systems is such that venti- 
lation is compatible with comfort. Wher- 
ever comfort and ventilation are at odds 
comfort Wins and ventilation goes on the 
scrap heap 

The great problems of heating are the 
incoming air and the outside walls. The 
inside walls, the floors, and- the ceilings 
do not abstract much heat from'a room.

Meantime the British, who were 
east of the French on the shores of 
Lake Doiran, covering the Dedeagatch- 
Saloniki railroad, were under heavy 
pressure and were being drawn in on 
the French with heavy losses and in 
some disorder, having confessed to the 
loss of eight guns and some hundreds 
of prisoners. 

The single question now was, Could 
the allies get back to the district about 
Saloniki and dig themselves in suffi- 
ciently to hold off the Austro-German- 
Bulgar advance, aided by the guns of 
the great fleet in Saloniki harbor? 
There was—and is—a plain chance that 
their enemies coming east from Monas- 
tir may cut them off from Saloniki by 
forcing the passage of the Vardar, just 
weet of Saloniki. There was an even 
graver peril that their enemies moving 
southwest from the Struma valley 
might get astride the roads end rail- 
roads leading south to Saloniki from 
Gingheli and Doiran. 

Ts all intents and purposes the allies 
were now in the position of Sir John 
Moore's army in the peninsular cam- 
paign, when Napoleon made his great 
drive in Spain and left Marshal Soult 
to finish the task by driving the British 
into the sea. Soult followed the British 
to Coronna and just failed to destroy 
them, but they lost their commander 
and were compelled to take ship. This 
inglorious precedent now etared the 
British in the face unless they could get 
back to Saloniki and hold on. 

What strength the 
force now has remains in doubt. Prob- 
ably the total force does not exceed 
160,000, certainly it is not above 200,- 
000. This is inferior to the strength of 
the Bulgarians alone, and the central 
powers can call up Turkish troops and 
make use of Austrian and German 
forces. Fivery consideration which can 
count urges the central powers to expel 
the Anglo-French forces from the Bal- 
kans altogether and thus complete 
thei? great — ‘ , 


Too Many Cocks. 

To add to the difficulties of the allied 
situation it is known that there are divid- 
ed councils as to the course to be fol- 
lowed. The British have urged the with- 
drawal of the whole expeditionary army 
since their mission has ended with the 
failure to relieve the Serbs. British ap- 
prehensions for the safety of Pgypt, 
coupled with the realization that Brit- 
ain must supply the majority of the 
troops for this campaign if it is to be 
continued, explain this desire. 

But tlie French and Russians have ob- 
jected and apparently carried the day. 
They recognize that it the allies leave the 
Balkans Greece will probably join the 
central powers when her ports have been 
fortified, and Roumania will hardly hold 
out long against combined pressure and 
a persuasion based upon allied prospects 
in the neat east. This would mean that 
not less than 500,000 fresh troops would 
be added to the battle line of the central 
powers and Seloniki and other Greek 
ports would become the bases of German 
submarine operations. | 

Allied prestige in the near east 
gone. The failure in the Balkans has fol- 
lowed the utter defeat at Gallipoli penin- 
sula and preceded only by a few days 
the crushing reverse before Bagdad. 
Nothing could be more complete than 
this‘triple failure, whieh will have an 
enormous effect, not merely in the Bal- 
kans but in Hgypt and even in India. 

To hold Saloniki is to hold a base 
which may be used hereafter; it is to 
keep the Bulgarian armies in the field, 
putting the Germans to a very heavy ex- 
pense; it is to maintain a threat, slight, 
perhaps, bat real, of a new allied opera-

As the-end of the year approaches, in- 
vestors large and small take up the ques- 
tion of where to reinvest the interest or 
dividends which they will receive on Jan. 
2. The man with a savings bank account 
looks about for an investment for part 
of his principal that will yield him more 
than the 3 per cent which the bank pays. 

To all these persons it is suggested that 
the immediate future, always uncertain, 
is more heavily charged than usua! with 
possible surprises. Either the wer will 
end in the coming year or it will not, and 
whichever of the two possibilities be- 
comes reality, a large group of specule- 
tive investors will find its calculations 
upset and its expected profits shrinking. 

The only way to avoid the chance of an 
unpleasant surprise is to invest in some- 
thing so strongly entrenched that it ca 
withstand almost any economic shock. 
There are plenty of such investments to 
be had. They do not yield quite so large 
a return as insecure bonds and stocks, 
but a high rate of income sbrinks to the 
zero point if the principal becomes unpro- 
ductive or is wiped out altogether. 

The most conservative investment is a 
municipal bond; and there are no better 
“municipale” then the local county, 
city, and sanitary district issues. Prob- 
ably the best farm mortgages are entitled 
to second place, being a lien on the most 
necessary thing ip the world. On about 
the same level of safety ia a great variety 
of first mortgege utility and railroad 
bonds and some city real estate issues. 
They are secured by llens on something 
necessary to the existence of organized 
society, and if earnings are at least twice 
the interest charge there is only a remote 
possibility of interest ever being unpaid.

SPORT PROBLEMS 
OF “BIG THREE”

ARTICEL II. 7 
As far back as 1869 Princeton and 
Harvard severed athletic relations over 
eligibility matters, although the cause 
leading up to the giving of the passports 
to their respective representatives by 


Harvard and Yale in 1805 and Princeton; 


and Harvard once again, were not for 
Jike reasons. ‘ | 

There have been times, notably in 1901, 
when the triple alliance, as it now standa, 
came to blows over eligibility matters, 
Rumors of severed were relations in the 
air and the press. There is a fine reason 
in recalling the more interesting of the 
former eligibility cases of these three, as 
it will serve to illustrate the wide differ- 
ence between the spirit back of the college 
sport then and now. 


Recalls Former Wrangles. 

While the recent conference of the ath- 
letic heads of Harvard, Princeton, and 
Yale in New York, coupled with the Le 
Gore incident of the fall, are.ample proof 
that these colleges face a problem in ath- 
letic matters, a frank discussion of it with 
some of these men brings to the surface a 
new feeling and a new spirit in the man- 
ner of dealing with it. Whet was the 
former situation? 

In 1901 the Cutts case at Haryerd and 
the Glass affair at Yale stirredup anend- 
less wrangle, as we shall seelater. Cutts 
was the star tackle on that Harvard 
eleven, and, althongh the fact was pub- 
lished in the press of the east and must 
have come to the attention of the Har- 
vard authorities, he played all that season 
in the face of a Yale protest. 


Harvard Makes Apology. 
Cutts had acted as a teacher and phys- 
ical dircctor at the Haverford grammar 
school and had also received pay for giv- 
ing boxing leesons. In January Harvard 
had the pleasure of admitting the facts 
and of apologizing. Cutts had suddenly 


remembered he had been paid for giving | 


boxing leseons. Cutts went to Cambridge 
from Bates college via the route of Ha- 
verford Grammar school. Cutts has been 
identified with some splendid work since 
being graduated from Harvard and is an 
mpright, honest citizen. 

Glass came to Yale from Mercersburg 
academy, which preparatory school he 
entered after leaving Syracuse university, 
The Syracuse dispatches of the day ac- 
cused both Yale and Princeton of tam- 
pering with their athletic material. Glass 
played part of the 1901 season on the Yale 
football eleven, but was questioned by 
Harvard, and, after much pressure was 
prought to bear, was barred from playing 
that fall. There never was any doubt bows 
to the rule. Yale had at that time

1904 Walter Clarkson, probably the great- 
est college pitcher of the last fifteen 
years, signed a contract in his senior year 
to play with the New York American 
league club before his college days were 
over, accepting in advance. Clarkaon was 
not to play with the Yankees until he had 
left Harvard. The athletic heads ob- 
tained proef of this and barred Clarkson.

It is 
produced in enormous quantities because 
when geese are grown for their fat livers 
they are generally obese.

Singe well (the goose is hairy), 
rub hard, wash, and then scrape the sur- 
face with a amaill and not too sharp knife. 
If you have a fat goose and are going to 
skin it and take off the layer of fat, take 
off the wings, otherwise truss them, and 
cut the neck close to the body. Cut along 
the breast bone down to the lean part, 
and then carefully draw off the skin and 
the fat attached to it, If you know how 
to draw a bird you will save some work 
by drawing the goose at home. The giz- 
zard is by real goose eaters highly treas- 
ured and sometimes smoked for separate 
service. If you wash thetnaide use water 
until it is not bloody, but do i quickly, 
then wipe dry, and the goose is ready to 
season, truss, and stuff, if you will. 


No stuffing made with bread should be 
‘weed, cr at any rate eaten, if used to 
keep tie meat from shrinking and to 


season. Without stuffing the goose can 
be seasoned by putting in it several smal! 
onfons, some stalks of celery, and even 
some apple. If you have taken off the 
skin to use with the fat, sew over the 
breast the skin of the neck after rubbing 
in pepper and a bit of salt, then put to 
roast with some flour rubbed im at the 
start and a little hot water. Baste every 
ten or fifteen minutes until ender. 


Waldorf Salad. 

An American institution much used 
with the Christmas dinner is the apple 
and celery and nut éalad. Cut both apple 
and celery fine, equal quantities of each, 
and add nut meats, usually walnuts are 
used, cut up in even pieces rather than 
chopped. Serve either with a mayonnaise 
or a cooked dressing.

gteam radiator, which has hither- 
lo beth so complacentiy accepted as a 
wcessary evil, is an object hideous to be: 
hid, and, while it is undoubtedly neceg- 
sary and will remain so, it need not neces- 
aatily remain unsightly. 

The first movement in radiator reform 
came from the architect who began build- 
ing places for the steam pipes in the wall, 
instead of placing’ them in the room. 
This proved to be a most satisfactory idea 
and one that was immediately accepted 
in ail the modern fine buildings that were 
ip process of construction. It was not 
aly an improvement in appearance but 
an economy of space as well. 

A screen Made of a crisscross of brass 
sitips, enameled to match the trim of the 
wood in private houses or left plain in 
public places, formed a flat door over the 
pipes. Another method that came into 
yogue was to have the pipes set in under 
the window sills. These, if built into the 
wills, also had screens concealing them, 
end, if not, had shelf-like seats built over

Vanderbilt had for her soloist a girl just 
starting her professional career, Miss 
Ruth Townsend, a school friend of Mrs. 
Vanderbilt’s daughter, Miss Barbare 
Rutherford. Mrs. Vanderbilt is always 
so on the alert to help people, and here 
was a chance. I do not think, thhowever, 
that she would help a singer by sacrific- 
ing even for an hour her friends. They 
say that the young woman made exceed- 
ingly good, and everybody enjoyed hear- 
ing her. <A general rejoicing gocs ‘up 
when Mrs. Vanderbilt issues invitations, 
because she dispenses euch graceful hos- 
pitality, and everybody has such a good 
time in ‘the beautiful French chateau set 
flush with Fifth avenue.

Mrs. Vanderbilt Tells Experiences. 

Here are some of the things she re- 
marked to her friends regarding the 
assistanee rendered by her countrymen 
to the French: “I-wish all Americans 
could »¢¢ What our people are doing for 
the wounded French soldi2rs. Many of 
the seventy-p'ne nurses on the staff of 
our hospital have been in the ambulance 
corps since the beginning of the war, and 
say that they expect to stay to the end, 
While in Paris I saw the wounded arrive 
ove morning et La Chapelle at 6 o’cbock. 
This used to be the old freight station 
at the back of the Gar du Nord, and is 
now converted by the Red Cross into a 
reception station for the wounded. I was 
there on a cold, raw morning, when thé 
rain was falling. I went with two sur- 
geons from the ho#pital, and we were all 
shown into a hall with a curtain drawn 
across it. There were no signs anywhere 
of platforms or a railroad track. There 
were 2 few government officials ebout 
and a few other people — had come to 
meet relatives. 

“ After a whi we heeed a law rum- 
bling, but no whistle. The police formed 
a half circle and somebody dréw aside 
the curtain from the end of the hall. The 
first Coach of the train wasdisclosed, and 
it was inscribed: ‘ Given by Dr. 8. Hardy 
of Chicago.’ There was an American 
flag on the side of it. Highteen young 
Americans attached to the amublance 
corps stepped up and proceeded to un- 
load 200 wounded soldiers. They placed 
‘them quietly in ambulances waiting in 
the courtyard. 

“There are 160 motor ambulances fat- 
tached to the American ambulance corps. 
Fourteen Americans, aged between 25 
and 35, are needed now to make up the 
number required as drivers and bearers. 
There are two men on each car, a bearer 
and 2» driver. We wish to have them all 
Americans, as the French government 
hes spoken so highly of the way they 
have handled the wounded that the work 
at La Chapelle station is left entirely to 
the Americans.” —
